People of all sh f po 1 thought were 
invited to attend and take p in the discus- 
sions. They did so, in great numbers, pooled 
their ideas, and hammered out proposals upon 
which they could act together for the objectives 
they hold in common. 

The success of the convention which com- 
pleted this series of gatherings is therefore a 
direct and emphatic tribute to Mr. Howson, to 
the work he has been doing in the legislature, 
the research instituted at these economic gath-

In the large attendance, and still more in the 
tenor of the convention, there is an expression 
of approval of his course and his program such 
as could be given in no mofe striking way 
except at a genera] election. His boldness in 
challenging the assumption that nothing could 
be done to check the ravages of deflation or to 
repair its damages is thus vindicated. His action 
in demanding a reduction in the interest rates

A NEW SITUATION 
This convention signifies a radical change in 
the political situation, which will make itself 


apparent when the legislature meets. The 
U.F.A. Government still holds office, and con- 
trols a majority of the votes of members of the 
assembly. But it only does so because it has 


defiantly refused to allow the electors a chance 
to express their views and their will at a gen- 
eral election. 

The Government has lost the confidence of 
the public. That can be stated with assurance 
It is only holding power by virtue of a statutory 
enactment which permits it to postpone the 
election until next summer. Its majority in the 
legislature is, in everything but statutory 
phraseology, moribund. The Government is 
a hang-over from the pre-depression period, 
holding office because of a mandate received 
under conditions which have vanished and on 
issues which have lost their prime importance. 

The needs of today, legislative and adminis- 
trative, are not the needs of four years ago. 
Matters which then were of first concern have 
lost their importance, swamped in a crop of new 
conditions and problems. The Government has 
not kept pace with this upheaval of the social 
order and the political questions to which it has 
given rise. 

The Ministers have’ not even appeared to 
try to keep pace with the developments. They

are still paying good times interest rates on 
borrowed money; having rallied their followers 
to vote down a prpovosal that they try for a sub- 
stantial reduction. They are still paying doles 
to the victims of unemployment; having made 
no serious attempt to replace the dole with 
wage work 

The Government has evidently decided to 
play ball with the “sound” money interests 
against the public, and has converted itself into 
a collecting agency which gathers money out of 
flattened pockets to pay undue interest rates on 
loans which should long ago have been re- 
funded—and borrows the uncollectable balance 
with which to make the payments, thus 
plunging the province farther and farther into 
debt with nothing to show for the increase. 


A PROGRAM OF ACTION 


The people of Alberta have utterly lost faith 
in ever being able to achieve recovery from 
the losses thrust upon them by the depression 
without a radical change in the objectives and 
methods of government, provincial as well as 
federal, Still less do they believe they can ever 
enjoy any such thing as security in the posses- 
sion of property or employment under a system 
of finance which periodically ruins their earning 
power while leaving their obligations, public 
and private, unreduced, and demanding full 
good times interest charges. In the provincial 
as in the federal field they intend to have a new 
deal, 

When the legislature meets,, Mr. Howson and 
his Liberal associ and who 
clfose to act with them, will know with cer- 
tainty that they have the active support of the 
great mass of the people of the province. The 
conferences which have been held during the 
summer, climaxed by the gathering at Calgary, 
make that as plain as it could be made in any 
way except through the ballot boxes. They can 
therefore speak with assurance when they de- 
mand abandonment of the present do-nothing 
policy and offer specific recommendations of 
changes which can and should be made in 
policy and methods. 

The platform adopted at the convention sup- 
plies the answer to the question of what the 
Provincial Government could do to reverse the 
current of events and get the province and its 
people out of the strangling coils of unpayable 
interest-bearing debt. It is not beyond hope 
that some of these proposals may even commend 
themselves to the Government. They are in the 
total sane and practical propositions, involving 
injustice to no one, and making up a program 
which promises relief alike to those who cannot 
find employment to those who are struggling 
in the grip of unpayabl d unjust debt, to 
municipalities facing bankruptcy, to school 
boards who cannot pay their teachers, and to 
the taxpayers at large who see the value of 
their property bting-eaten up by usurious 
interest charges on public bonds. 

The Government may just as well adopt 
some of these proposals and steal whatever 
political kudos it can thereby secure; for noth- 
ing is much more certain than that they will 
be translated into law and administrative prac- 
tice whenever the voters are allowed to select 
another legislature

For reasons which any psychologist can 
readily comprehend, the Nazi movement which 
spread like wildfire throughout Germany shows 
little sign of becoming popular in Great Britain. 
Wealthy Conservatives would like to see a 
Fascist movement there as an offset to Social- 
ism and Communism. They would willingly 
subseribe to its funds. But the right soil is not 
there for Fascism to grow. Itching for a clash 
with the Communists, the London Fascists or- 
ganized a mass meeting in Hyde Park on the 
day of a Communist rally. But the London 
police saw that each body was carefully hived 
away from the other. Instead of broken heads 


the demonstrations brought only gales of 
laughter. 
Ridicule is the keenest weapon against 


British Fascism. H. G. Wells, once a pillar of 
the Fabian (Socialist) Society, turns his powers 
of ridicule against Sir Oswald Mosley, leader 
of the British Fascists. He describes his Albert 
Hall appearance as follows: 


“He (Sir Oswald) was dressed up like a 
fencing instructor with a waist fondly 
exaggerated by a cummerbund, and chest 
and buttocks thrown out, stalking gravely 
and alone down the central gangway, to a 
concerted outburst confined entirely to his 
disciplined following, of boyish shouting 
and hand-lifting ‘We want Mosley!’” 

“JT have met Mosley intermittently for 
years, as a promising young Conservative, 
a promising young Liberal, and promising 
new convert to the Labor party with Com- 
munist leanings, and finally as the thing he 
He has always seemed to me dull and 


is. 
heavy, imitative in his politics and platitud- 
inous in his speeches, and so I was not 
greatly interested in what he had to say to 


this meeting. 

“As his banalities boomed about the hall 
without a single flicker of wit or wisdom, 
their dullness vastly exaggerated by loud- 
speakers, I noted how the habit of mouthing 
his words was growing on him.” 


But always there is some unknown wag in 
the meeting who in a single sentence of heck- 
ling or comment can do more devastating work 
than we more wordy writing men in a para- 
graph. It appears thet as the youthful Sir 
Oswald in his cummerband stood before the 
audience and raised his hand in the Fascist 
salute, a cockney wit called out: “Yes, Oswald, 
you may leave the room!” 

You can't grow a Nazi movement in an 
atmosphere of hilarity like that. The best 
accomplished in London so far is to teach the 
monkeys in the London Zoo how to give the 
Nazi salute. As the London Advertiser says 
“they do it for the same reason as a large por- 
tion of the German populace. It gets them 
something to eat.” 


f you were a fiction writer inventing plots 
from your fancy, you wouldn't expect your 
public to accept as credible some of the true 
stories that appear in the news columns: of the 
daily press. In New York a divinty student 
kills a priest. They weren't arguing about 
theology. The divinity student, it appears, has 
—or had—a 17-year-old show girl wife. He 
found her with the priest and shot them both 
dead. 

You wouldn't, if you were a fiction writer, 
give the divinity student a show-girl wife. You 
certainly wouldn't have him going round on his 
honeymoon packing a gat. Yet that isn’t all. 
When he is arrested his defence is that he was 
so drunk he didn’t realize what he was doing 
when he murdered the pair. Truth is stranger 
than fiction. 

The other side of the picture is often as 
strange, though men are less given to speak of 
their chastities than cf their escapades. The 
most all-round brilliant man of my acquain- 
tance gave me a surprising confidence recently. 
He is distinguished in many ways—a rugby 
player and boxer, winner of national distinc- 
tions in education, a linguist and traveller, an 
accomplished musician and artist, a soldier who 
fought on the western front from Mons till the 
Armistice, author of technical works and a suc- 
cessful business man. He is witty, well-read 
and has great personal charm. He is not a 
religionist, though a man of strict honor. I hope 
without giving any clue to his identity that I 
have portrayed him as I see him—a very human 
and admirable he-man. 

We got to talking of continental life of which 
he has seen a good deal when a turn in the 
conversation brought from him the simple 
statement that he had never known any woman 
in his life extremely well, apart from his wife.

Symptoms Of Irritable Or 
Spastic Colon 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Undoubtedly, worry over money is a great 
producer of irritable colons and spastic colitis, 
and 1 believe that the financial strain which 
many people have experienced during the last 
few years has played a part in bringing about 
the great increase in these disorders. However, 
it is also likely that our im- 
proved methods of diagnosis 
have also played a part in un- 
covering many cases which 
might otherwise have been 
called mucous colitis, appen- 
dicilis, stomach trouble, ete. 

The most important part 
of the diagnosis is the use of 
the X-ray. If this type of 
colon is examined with the 
X-ray it will be seen that the 
intestine has been squeezed 
tight in one part until the normal size of the 
tube has been distorted by a muscular spasm 
until it is the size of a thin cord. Other special 
tests are advisable such as an examination of 
the sigmoid flexure which is the part of the 
intestine between the descending colon and 
the external outlet, with a sigmoidoscope. It 
is also advisable that the patient secure a 
thorough examination, in order to establish a 
correct diagnosis, since the symptoms of an 
irritable or spastic colon may colsely resemble 
those of many other disorders. 

Probably the most noticeable symptom is an 
acute awareness of the patient of the fact that 
he has a colon. In ordinary health no one is 
aware that a colon is in the body and it quietly 
goes on about its work in peace; all of this is 
changed when the colon is irritable or spastic— 
the patient knows all too well that he has a 
colon and that something is wrong with it. 
These patients usually have a strong tendency 
to let their minds dwell on their symptoms and 
they may spend almost every waking moment 
thinking about their conditions. The stools are 
variable and at one time may be frequent and 
watery as seen in diarrhea, at other times they 
may be delayed and hard, as seén in constipa~- 
ticn. Because the colon is irritated the mucous 
membrane which lines it may secrete an ab- 
normal amount of mucous which appears in the 
stools in strings, shreds or in large pieces. The 
patient tires very easily either from physical 
or mental work. He worries, is anxious, and 
troubled by a feeling of uneasiness. At the 
slightest strain he becomes excited. 

During the time of the muscular spasm he 
may notice sharp pains or may suffer from 
tenderness or a sore, aching sensation. There is 
considerable intestinal gas, producing a gurgl- 
ing or rumbling sound, and sometimes the 
patient says he feels as though the intestine 
were stopped up, as though it had a lump in it. 
The abdomen may feel hard and rigid in one 
spot. He also suffers from digestive discom- 
fort and may have palpitation or rapid beating 
of the heart. As is to be expected when the 
nervous system is unstable, he develops a wide 
variety of nervous symptoms. Some of the 
nervous symptoms frequently found are: 
sweating of the hands, trembling, a sense of 
pressure in the head, blushing or flushing, per- 
haps nervous twitching, etc. 

Inasmuch as I am now receiving so many 
letters asking about irritable colon and spastic 
colitis, I have prepared a new article giving a 
treatment.

QUESTION: Mr. Harold O. asks: “In pass- 
ing the liquid waste from the kidneys, I suffer 
from a scalding or burning sensation, and 
sometimes the flow is blocked.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (December 4) in 
1838 Windsor, Upper Canada, was 
the scene of a fight which has 
been dignified by the name of 
“battle.” 

Some 400 filibusters, gathered 
from the American border towns, 
principally Detroit, aided by a 
few of the men who had fled 
from Canada after the departure 
of William Lyon Mackenzie, 
crossed to the Canadian side and 
showed their sympathy with the 
“down trodden” Canadians by 
plundering the town, burning a 
steamer and several houses and 
stealing everythnig they could 
lay their hands on. Several in- 
nocent spectators were killed. 

But the raiders had but a brief 
term of power, for aid soon came 
in the persons of Colonel Prince 
and 170 militia from Sandwich, 
who cleared the rabble out, after 
killing 24 in action. Four others 
whom Prince condemned as 
spies were tried by drumhead 
court martial and shot. His dras- 
tic action was condemned from 
Toronto, but it served its pur- 
pose, There were no more raids 
from Detroit! 

An interesting but little known 
document concerning these trou- 
bles on the frontier all through 
1838 was written by John Mc- 
Crae of Windsor and is a treas- 
ured possession of his family. He 
pointed out that it was an error 
to say that the Loyalists respond- 
ed to the “call to arms” in 1837, 
for their were no arms. Take, 
for instance, the Kent Volunteers, 
who were organized at Chatham

under Captain Bell, Lieut. Baby, 
Lieut. T. McCrae and Ensign 
Cartier. Their uniform was a 
good blanket strapped over their 
shoulders and their “arms” were 
whatever they could get hold of; 
a few had shotguns or rifles but 
most had none, They responded 
to the cal} of duty, there were 
no arms to “fly to”; they went 
forward unarmed and won their 
arms from the enemy. 

At Fort Amherstburg some 
brilliant genius devised a wooden 
cannon, with iron hoops and 
bands. It did not affect the enemy 
but came very near ending the 
career of the inventor and his 
backers, for the first shot sent 
it and them flying in all direc- 
tions. Luckily no one was killed 
and the defenders had a bit of 
luck when the schooner Ann 
went ashore after her crew had 
attacked Amherstburg. The 
raiders’ “general” and a number 
of “colonels” and “majors” were 
captured, together with 400 stand 
of arms and two cannon. 

Later another raiding ship was 
captured and taken to Chatham, 
where she was sink because 
some one tried to fire a salute 
from her on Queen's birthday. 
She was later raised and for 
years was in the frontyard of 
the residence of Lieut. Tom Mc- 
Crae in Chatham North, where 
hundreds visited “The Rebel Pup” 
as she was dubbed. 

Canada owes much to the 
border militia who without arms 
saved the border from destruc. 
tion then, and again in 1866-80.

THE IMPERIAL BANK 


As the Imperial Bank of Can- 
ada is the first of the chartered 
banks to present a statement of 
its affairs for the preceding 
twelve months, the statement is 
reviewed with particular interest 
by Canadian business men. 

Mr. A. E. Phipps, the general 
manager, in his address dealt 
very largely with the bank's fig- 
ures and stated that they re- 
flected an improvement al! along 
the line while the president, Mr. 
F. A. Rolph, speaking of the pro- 
gress made in Canada during the 
past twelve months, expressed 
the view that there had been 
substantial gains toward recov- 
ery and a general growth in 
Canadian business. 

The general manager, in pre- 
senting the figures of the bank's 
statement, pointed out that the 
profits for the year were $1,231,- 


992 or nearly $28,000 greater than 
in the previous twelve months. 
These profits allow the payment 
of dividends at the rate of 10 
per cent per annum, the writing 
to contingencies of $300,000 as 
against $250,000 last year and the 
carrying forward of $595,775, al- 


most $15,000 more than the 
amount carried forward last 
year. 


Deposits stand at $106,761,943, 
an improvement of $2,312,893. 
This increase is altogether in 
savings bank deposits which are 
shown at $85,651,459. 

The bank's investments in do- 
minion and provincial govern- 
ment bonds now total $23,738,000 
or almost a million dollars more 
than twelve months ago. The 
fact that current loans are higher 
than in the past statement is an 
indication of the somewhat better 
conditions of business.

ada, as the original subscribers of 
the stock of the Bank of Canada 
in Western Canada. Among them 
are 131 farmers, 30 in Manitoba, 
63 in Saskatchewan and 38 in Al- 
berta. 

No bank in the world would 
tolerate for a moment such inter- 
ference in their internal affairs 
by an outside organization and we 
have the word of the Govern- 
ment of Canada that the Bank of 
Canada is owned by the share- 
holders and will be operated by 
the shareholders in accordance 
with the Bank of Canada Act 

The government of Canada 
seeing the need for a dfstinct line 
of demarcation between ‘certain 
interests and the Bank of Can- 
ada, wisely restricted the number 
of shares any one shareholder 
may hold, to fifty shares, also, it 
took steps to prevent any pos- 
sible interference by the private 
banking interests by forbidding 
any officer, servant or anyone en- 
gaged in any way by any other 
Canadian Bank, from owning 
shares in the Bank of Canada. It 
went further and demanded that 
no person could continue to hold 
office as a director of the Bank 
of Canada and own shares in any 
other Canadian Bank but must 
dispose of such holdings within 
three months of their election to 
the office of director of the Bank 
of Canada. It prohibits any person 
receiving wages or remuneration 
of apy kind from the public 
treasury from becoming a direc- 
tor of the Bank of Canada. It is 
impossible to legislate to cover 
every possible conceivable way 
men’s minds may discover to de- 
feat the wishes of the government 
but all of the organizations in 
Canada, except one, bowed to the 
obvious desire of the government 
to have the Bank of Canada 
given a fair chance and all inter- 
ference from outside kept off and 
it is becoming more and more 
obvious just what this organiza- 
tion is after and therein lies the 
intense danger to the interests of 
the shareholders of the Bank of 
Canada and the public generally 

The power of the Bank of Can- 
ada is extremely great and any 
possibility of outside control of 
its directorate is a menace of 
first importance to the interests 


of the shareholders and the 
public of Canada generally, It 
must be remembered that this 


bank has under its care and juris- 
diction the entire gold reserves ot 
this country, that it will in time 
have the sole right to issue 
paper currency, its influence 
upon matters of foreign exchange 
and our dealings with the outside 
world will be immense and it 
will have charge of the several 
governments financing of this 
Dominion

Quality of Food te Super. 
ior to Expectations of 
Visiting Party 
Visiting for the first time the Al- 
berta Relief Commission soup kit- 
chen and the old immigration hall 
wherein are quartered the ill and 
aged unemployed, His Worship 
Mayor Joseph A. Clarke on Tues- 
day expressed pleasant surprise 
“at finding things so clean and or- 
derly while the quality of the food 
was far superior to expectations.” 
Mayor Clarke thought that he 
would like to see a little more 
varied fare in regard to dessert with 

prunes or other fruit laxatives. 


PLEASANTLY SURPRISED 

“But,” he said, “regarding quality, 
quantity and handling I must say 
that on this, my first visit to the 
kitchen, I am pleasantly surprised. 
I have been in two or three public 
pieces where rations were provided 
by the government and where they 
were less good than here.” 

Included in the party with Mayor 
Clarke were Hon, J. F, Lymburn, 
KC, attorney general and acting 
premier; Mayor William Knight, of 
Blairmore; A, A. MacKenzie, chair- 
man of the Alberta Relief commis- 
sion; W. E. Harrison, assistant pro- 
vincial supervisor of commission 
activities and Thomas Newbigging, 
secretary to Mayor Clarke. 

Mayor Knight, of Blairmore, also 
e.pressed his satisfaction with con- 
ditions, “I have eaten in a good 
many places and have been hungry 
in England, but I feel that good 
food is available here. I have talk- 
ed to some of the men and they all 
admit there is plenty of food. Some 
don’t think it is served any too well 
because the kitchen is not separated 
from the main part of the room. 
But if it was separated there might 
ce charges of concealment.”

Mayor Clarke thought that of- 
ficials were doing everything they 
could under the system which ad- 
mittedly is not to be compared 
with provision of work at wages.

CORNING, N.Y., Dec. 4—The see- | 
ond 200-inch mirror for the world’s 
greatest telescope, the astronomical 
eye that will see 1,000,000 times 
better than a human eye, was pour- 
ed without a single apparent flaw 
at the Corning glass works Sunday 

The time was record-breaking, 
six hours and 53 minutes, for 20 
tons of molten glass. ladled out in 
104 huge gobs that fairly scorched 
the faces of spectators and scientists 
who encircled the great pouring 


room. The time was nearly twice 
the speed of pouring the first “eve 
here last March 

For the first time, it was an- 
nounced officially Sunday the 
March Mirror is a success. This 


means if this mirror comes out of 
the annealer 10 months hence in as 
good shape as now expected, astron- 
omers will have two of these giant 
mirrors, instead of the one origin- 
ally planned. 

They have the money 
only one telescope. The equipment 
to complete a second would cost 
something less than the price of one 
sattleship. 

In six years or so hence this 
mirror, or its “spare,” the March 
eye, will be ready to increase 
man's vision into space from the
